A Female in Brown and a 
Man in Black. 
NOT BARRED BY DOORS. 


They Both Make Spectacular Entrances 
and Sensational Finishes.

Fearsome and creepy has been the experience of two 
sensible, healthy-minded women of Cleveland, O., with 
ghosts. A solemn-faced man, dressed all in black, one 
who must have died many years ago, and a woman, 
mournful in her garb of brown, were the apparitions, 

Without the warning of any ghostly legend, witha 

strange rapping that In itself froze the blood, these two 
sombre and mysterious figures appeared the other 
night at a house on Outhwaite street. A few days later 
the family left the house forever. One experience of 
so frightful a nature was enough for these women. 
The woman declared that she would not sleep one 
night in the place again for all the money In the world. 
Her mother is equally frightened, and says that there 
can be no possible doubt that she and her daughter saw 
real ghosts. The horrid, terrorizing figures were as 
plain to them as any human being ever was. 

The now deserted house is an ordinary two-story cot- 
tage, with a gable over the street and « small front 
porch. When the woman tells of the awful encounter 
sbe shudders and is deeply affected. Here is her story: 

“My husband works at night,” she said, “and my 
mother and I were alone in the house with my little 
baby.

Fitz's admirers may claim that their man is more 
scientific, but this fact I dispute, for in Jeffries’ more 
recent fights he has demonstrated the possession of a 
well-developed knowledge of the finer points of the 
fiatic game.
